The roads are in excellent condition. The polls opened at six 
o'clock this morning and will close at 6 p.m. The first votes were 
polled shortly after 6 o’clock and an effort will be made to clean 
up the bulk of the votes before one o'clock. The afternoon will be 
devoted to bringing in the stragglers.

Fresh Efforts Rumored 
For Irish Settlement 


Dublin, Feb. 7.—Interesting rumors are circulating to-day in 
Dublin regarding fresh efforts the Government is reported to be 
making to effect a settlement with Southern Ireland The belief 
is growing that an important development may come to light when 
Parliament reconvenes. 

According to one report, the Government is trying to bring the 
Ulster leaders into line with a well-formulated scheme to persuade 
the south to accept the partition provided for in the Home Buie 
Act and work under it. This version has it that the'prize to be 
offered for acceptance is a grant of fall autonomy to both sections 

of Ireland. This would be coupled, so t —- 


far as the south is concerned, with 
an order to release the political 
prisoners and grant amnesty to Irish 
Republican* generally, including 
members of the Irish Hepublican army 
and even men * on the run.*' 
Negotiations 

Negotiations to this end are now 
proceeding, it - Is said, between Mr. 
Lloyd George. Prime Minister, and 
Sir Edward Carson, Ulster leader, on 
the outcome of which depends 
whether the plan will be formally an¬ 
nounced. 

Other concessions are said to be 
ton tern plated, particularly regarding 
the taxes payable to England under 
the new Act. 

Representative* of the Sinn Fein 
have refused to treat the reported 
scheme seriously, saying that until 
some concrete, hona fide proposals 
have been actually made they would 
not waste time In speculation. Promi¬ 
nent Nationalists said they had no 
doubt that a concession of fiscal au¬ 
tonomy would do far toward satisfy¬ 
ing the Irish people's demands for in¬ 
dependence and if offered in a gen¬ 
erous spirit would greatly w'eaken 
the position of the Sinn Fein if the 
Republican Parliament should reject 
It.

RAID MADE AFTER 
CHURCH SERVICFS 

Males Rounded Up by Mili¬ 
tary at Queenstown 

Wueenatown. Feb. 7.—At the ter¬ 
mination of service* in the Cathe¬ 
dral* and the Churches here Sunday, 
all males between the age* of 16 and 
40 were rounded up. Several hun¬ 
dred men were taken to barracks on 
the outskirts of the City. Here, be- 
for© they wer« liberated, they were 
required to give their name* and ad¬ 
dresses. 

Afterward they were divided into 
groups, six persons in each, and 
given a specified number and date. 
Then they were informed that if any 
Crown forces were ambushed within 
a radius of two miles of this place, 
on any of the dates assigned to the 
different groups, the rnen in these 
group* would bo held responsible* 
and required to furnish necessary in - 
flbrmation to the authorities. 

Sear* as Hostage.

Bottomley Journal Claims Ex¬ 
istence of "Middle Party" 

Dublin. Feb. 7.—Bering, incident to 
the ambushes on the south side of 
Dublin last evening, caused the killing 
of one officer and one child. Several 
civilians were wounded. 

Third Party. 

London. Feb. 7.—The Sunday Tele¬ 
gram. owned by Horatio W. Bottom - 
ley. editor of John Bull, asserts the 
existence of a third party in Ireland, 
concerning itself with executing jus¬ 
tice, according to its own views, of 
any persons who commit ulleged crimes 
and escape punishment. 

The newspapers say the party ha 
| styled "the Middle Party," and that 
it meets frequently. Its headquarters 
are in North Wall, where there are 
conferences with Military officers of 
high standing. The names of either 
Sinn Feiners or Government forces 
charged with murder are produced 
and judged. If persons so named are 
found guilty, sentence is pronounced 
and the victims soon afterward are 
found dead. 

The correspondent says the party 
has ramifications in the provinces and 
is composed mainly of middle-class 
business men. He cites instances of 
execution by the party, but withholds 
names. 

The correspondent explains that his 
informant is a former member of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, who has 
Just taken his discharge after live 
years' continual service in Ireland. 
He adds that the Middle Party 1s 
supposedly well known to the authori¬ 
ties. and conferences are held thrice 
weekly "with military officers of high 
standing in the Government forces." 

Some instance* of the carrying out 
of death sentence* both on army men 
and Sinn Feiners are given, but names 
are withheld. 

Cardinal Logue. 

Belfast. Feb. 7.—The Lenten pas¬ 
toral letters, read to-day by all th© 
Ulster Catholic Bishops, were devoted 
to the serious situation existing in 
Ireland. That of Cardinal Logue. Pri¬ 
mate of all Ireland, dealt at great 
I length with the situation. The Car- 
| dinal declared that he never had writ¬ 
ten under feelings of deeper anxiety 
or with a more vivid sense of his re¬ 
sponsibility in the dark prospects for 
the country's future. "The cry of 
suffering Ireland." said the Cardinul. 
"despite the efforts to smother it by 
oppression, will re-echo through cen¬ 
turies. making out a sorry place in 
histqry for the preaent rulers. There 
haa been no word of conciliation, but 
repression pure and simple, such as 
ha* been unknown in Ireland since tne 
days of Cromwell, and such as mat - 
strips any example except that of per¬ 
haps Turkey and the Bolsheviks." 

Cardinal Logue proceeded in scath¬ 
ing terms to denounce the policy of 
the Government, which, he said, had 
robbed it of all sense of sacredne** 
of human life and extinguished the 
instinctive horror of bloodshed. He 
declared that the so-called official re¬ 
prisal* were acts of wanton oppres¬ 
sion and injustice; that men guiltless 
of any overt act against law and 
order were dragged out at the dead 
of night and shot under the eyes of 
their families; that prisoner* were 
shot in lorries under the plea of at¬ 
tempting to escape, thought they were 
surrounded by armed men easily able 
to restrain them.

the Bolshevik forces about half of 
this time, in an Interview on Satur¬ 
day stated that an order for the 
elimination of coin and paper money 
us a medium of exchange among the 
Russian people was made by Lenine 
Just before he left Russia last Oc¬ 
tober. Paper money had been turned 
out in such vast quantities, he said, 
that it was possible to get 50,000 
rubles in notes for one English pound 
sterling. Mr. McMillan said it was 
difficult for a Canadian to conceive 
that there is no longer such a thing 
In that country as private business. 
Everything is done under the control 
of the Russian Socialist Federated 
Soviet Republican Government. In 
the city of Petrogr&d. Mr. McMillan 
said, there were not more than half 
a dozen stores and those were cater¬ 
ing only to the absolute needs of the 
people. Executions were so common 
in Russia. Mr. McMillan said, that 
according to one of the Soviet pa¬ 
pers In Moscow the executions aver¬ 
aged sixty a day last July. Some of 
the execution* were for minor of¬ 
fences. In one instance a peasant 
woman was put to death for having 
sold a head of cabbage to a private 
person instead of to the Government 
stores. 


Revised Petroleum

New York, Feb. 7.—(By the As¬ 
sociated Press)—Twelve Important 
cogs in the machinery of the League 
of Nations, many of which are to be 
set in motion when the Coundil of 
the League convenes in Geneva, 
Switzerland, February 21. and the 
problems which await their action, 
are defined in a forecast of the work 
of the League which has Just been 
received here. 

Arthur Sweetser, an officer of the 
American Commission to the Pegce 
Conference at Versailles and Is now 
attached to the League of Nations’ 
Secretariat staff, is the author of the 
forecast. He says the twelve cogs 
are really special commissions, the 
personnel of which will In gome 
cases be resignated by the Council 
as Its forthcoming meeting. 

Armaments. 

The subjects that will ho handled 
by the commissions are enumerated 
by Mr. Sweetser as follows: 

Technical examination Into the 
present condition of world arma¬ 
ments, now under way by the per¬ 
manent Military, Naval and Air 
Commission of the League will he 
completed. In addition a temporary 
commission of experts In the political, 
social and economic world will he 
asked to submit plans for a reduction 
of armaments. The aim of this com¬ 
mission will he to get members of

What is called 
the State Exchange Bureau, a sort of 
national pawnshop, has paid as high 
ns 80.000 crowns for a kilogram (of 
2.20 pounds) of scrap gold and dealers 
are offering 120,000 crowns In an ef¬ 
fort to coax another kilogram from 
people who may be hoarding their 
precious metal. For pure gold 250.000 
crowns a kilogram is offered with no 
takers. The explanation is that most 
of the gold has been smuggled to 
other countries where the money has 
more value. 

The Hungarian newspapers print a 
warning to 160,000 laborers of Hun¬ 
garian origin in the United Slutes to 
desist from their reported Intention 
to reurn to their native land at this 
time. The papers say that the econ¬ 
omic crisis in America can never be 
as bad ns it is here, and urged their 
countrymen not to further embarrass 
Hungary’s unemployment problem.

Economics and Finance. 

A permanent, centralizing, econ¬ 
omic and financial organization is to 
be formed within the league by the 
appointment of an advisory, economic 
and financial committee, the member¬ 
ship of which will be composed of 
leading world financiers and econ¬ 
omists. This committee in a sense 
will be the successor of the Supreme 
Economic Council. It grew out of the 
Brussels’ International Conferenco, 
and will be charged with the duty of 
considering the immediate applica¬ 
tion of that body’s recommendatlona 

Other subjects to be dealt with by 
commissioners are proposed amend¬ 
ments to the Covenant of the League, 
registration and publication of treat¬ 
ies between member nations, methods 
for applying the International econ¬ 
omic blockade and means of provid¬ 
ing funds for the secretariat and 
auditing its accounts. 

Other commissions or organizations 
will taka up methods of improving 
means of communication and trans¬ 
portation in Europe and co-ordtnatlon 
of International health organisations 
[ in combatting epidemics.

Former German Freighters

Vancouver, Feb. 7.—On his way to 
China for the first time since becom¬ 
ing connected with the shipping de¬ 
partment of the C. I*. R.-in 1882, three 
years before the company commenced 
'operating steamships on the Pacific. 
George M. Bosworth, Chairman of the 
Canadian Pacific Ocean Services, is in 
Vancouver. He is accompanied by 
Mrs. Bosworth and Colonel W. de| 
Burchell, vice-president of Cassidy's, 
Ltd.. Mrs. de Burchell and Mrs. D. A. 
Coles. The party will leave to-night 
on the Empress of Asia. 

“Yes, we anticipate an excellent 
passenger traffic on both the Pacific 
and Atlantic this year." said Mr. Bos¬ 
worth yesterday. He is not so optim¬ 
istic over the freight traffic, however, 
but believes that May of this year 
should see things begin to pick up. 

Immigration from Great Britain 
promises well for the year, Mr. Bos¬ 
worth declared. All steerage accom¬ 
modation is booked ui* several months 
ahead. Passenger rates are still high, 
and will remain so until the cost of 
operation is considerably reduced. 

Mr. Bosworth had no information 
as to when the new Empress of Can¬ 
ada would be received from the build¬ 
ers. When the new Empress is re¬ 
ceived she will poin the Pacific fleet, 
and will be the cost luxuriously fur¬ 
nished boat of their number. 

Talking of the drop in price of new 
boats, Mr. Bosworth related how Just 
before he left the East he was offered 
a brand new* 10.000-ton freighter of 
German build, which had been taken 
over by Great Britain, for £9 a ton.

SUSPENDED BERTHS 
TO OBVIATE TERRORS 
OF MAL DE MER 

San Francisco, Feb. 7.—A novel ex¬ 
periment. and one in which passenger 
steamship men are greatly Interested, 
is bein* made on the White Flyer Line 
steamer iIumboldt, which sailed for Los 
Angeles this week after being refur¬ 
nished. 

One of the cabins of tJ*e Humboldt 
has been fitted with a patented double- 
berth which Is designed to prevent sea¬ 
sickness. The berth, which is con¬ 
structed largely of nickel, is J , 

a pendulum, and weighted at the bot¬ 
tom. so that it does not swing as the 
ship rolls. On the other hand, it does 
not overcome the pitch, or longitudinal 
motion of :he vessel, and this brings up 
♦he disputed question of whether it is 
the roll or the pitch, or't-he combined 
movement, that causes seasickness. 

The Humboldt was choser. for the 
experiment because it is running coast¬ 
wise, and a ckise check can be kept on 
the results. The device is entirely new 
to the Pacific, although there are stabi¬ 
lized staterooms on some of the Atlantic 
liners. 

The Humboldt has been newly paint¬ 
ed and brightened up throughout, and 
took out a complete list of passengers. 

ANTICIPATES CUT 
IN DAILY SCALE 
FOR MARINE HANDS 

Vancouver, Feb. 7.— While there is an 
air of anticipation concerning the action 
of marine employees after February 8. 
when a genreal reduction In wages is 
expected to begin, there has as yet been 
no definite statement as to the course 
they will take. Shipping men say there 
are too many idle crew inen for the 
unions to take an openly hostile attitude 
on the question. On the other hand, 
the steamship companies are laying 
their plans quietly and have made no 
announcements of their future policies. 


In the passing of Caplin Henfy Smith, 17 Dallas Road, who 
died this morning at his residence, following a lengthy illness, this 
port loses one of its most noteworthy pioneer mariners, one who 
was intimately connected with the marine development of this 
island as far back as 1863. 

In Lewis and Dryden's Marine History of the Pacific North 
west, the late Captain Smith is credited with being the holder o 
all records for continuous long service in these waters. He wa 
born in New York eighty years ago, and entered upon his marim 
career on the eastern coast, gaining his master's cwtificato on the 
Atlantic waters. 


Cams To Coast 1S6S. 

Capialn Smith came to Puget 
Sound in the year 1863. and was im¬ 
mediately identified with the steamer 
Eliza Anderson. In 1871, he, with a 
Captain Georg© White, built the 
steamer Etta White, a famous tow 
boat that was very intimately bound 
up with coast trading here for a 
large number of years. This ship he 
commanded continuously for twenty 
yoars. 

The Etta White, with her master, 
plied In coastal trade up und down 
this coaat and off the mainland for 
many yearn being brought to British 
waters, and operating off this port for 
some years after 1875. In 1894, Cap¬ 
tain Smith sold the Etta White and 
purchased the tu;? \iogul in Tacoma, 
registering her under the British flag. 
With the Mogul the late Captain 
Smith rendered another long period 
of continuous service in these and ad- 
Jucent waters, being for the latter 
purt of this period intimately con¬ 
nected with the firm of R. P. Kithet 
&. Company, who had in 1891 con¬ 
structed the Outer Wharves, which 
stand to-day. 

Becomes Wharf Superintendent 

Captain Smith was later placed in 
charge of the Outer Wharves as sup¬ 
erintendent. where he served for a 
number of years prior to his retire¬ 
ment some five years ago. 

After his retirement from marine 
service, after the longest period of 
active participation yet recorded on 
this Coast, Captain Smith resided at 
17 Dallas Road, and was a well known 
and active figure, for all his many 
years, at the docking of most ocean 
going craft. 

Reputed to have been the oldest 
Freemason in this Province, the late 
Captain Smith was a charter mem¬ 
ber of the original Masonic Lodge on 
Burrard Inlet, which met at Moody- 
ville, on the north shore. 

Ills brother the late Victor Smith 
was for a long time customs collector 
in these waters and figured promin¬ 


ently In the turning over of the 
Islands of San Juan to the Ameri¬ 
cans, following the award of 1871. 

The late Captain Henry Smith is 
survived by his widow and a daugh¬ 
ter. Mrs. Danvers Osborn, who re¬ 
sides at 1066 Richmond Avenue, both 
of Victoria, and two daughters in 
California. 

The body reposes at the B. C. 
Funeral Chapel, where funeral ar¬ 
rangements are In the hands of the 
Masonic craft here, announcement of 
which will be made later. 

With the passing of the late 
Captain Henry Smith this port has 
lost another valued link with the

Montreal. Feb. 7.—An abrupt halt to 
the proceedings of the Grand Trunk ar¬ 
bitration commission that Is seeking to 
ascertain the value of the preferred and 
common stock of the company prior to 
its being taken over by the Oovemment. 
occurred Friday afternoon, which led 
to an unexpected adjournment until to- 
tiay. 

This came uft©$ President Kelly bad 
been released from the witness stand 
and his pince had been taken by H. H. 
Vaughan, for many years erglneering 
expert with the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way. who was called to give evidence 
aa to the absolute physical value of the 
Grand Trunk property. After he had 
been heard for a tin.e, Messrs Tilley A 
Lovett, counsel for the Government, 
raising strong objections to the admis¬ 
sion of such evidence, argued that it 
was Inadmissible since the commission 
had not been called to deal with the 
absolute physical value of the property, 
but to take up the whole question of its 
\alue. 

Chairman Sir Walter Cassels finally 
decided after a legal battle, that wont 
on all afternoon to adjourn the hearing 
till Monday, when a decision as to the 
admissnhillty of Mr. Vaughan's evidence 
win be given.

CLAIMS BRAZIL IS 


R. S, M. Packet Co.'s Official 
Holds Out Hope of Canning 
Interests 


Vancouver. Feb. 7.—“1 can see no 
reason why large quantities of sal¬ 
mon cannot be placed on the Brazil 
market. We hear a good deal about 
so much salmon being stored here 
awaiting a market. The population In 
Brazil are very fond of seafood, and 
if the trade could be once established 
I believe a brisk business could be 
done,” states Capt. Parkhurst. who 
has Just established offices in the Pa¬ 
cific building. Hastings Street, for 
the Royal Mail Steam Packet Com¬ 
pany. 

Capt. Parkhurst alos referred to 
the movement of wheat from the 
prairies, pointing out that his com¬ 
pany is doing its utmost to impress 
bn the Canadian Government and 
railway lines the feasibility of ship¬ 
ping large quantities of wheat from 
the prairie province through this port. 
Col. Nash, head of the company, has 
been In communication with Ottawa 
on this subject. 

The first ship of the company will 
be in port in April, says Capt. Park¬ 
hurst. This vessel is a motorshlp. 
with semi-Diesel engines, of about 
14,000 tons. She is a new vessel and 
will be making her maiden voyage. 
The line will maintain a service be¬ 
tween this port and the United King¬ 
dom and Rotterdam. 

Amoiyr the lines which the com¬ 
pany operates or has the agency for 
are the Pacific Steam Navigation Co., 
the Union Castle Line, the Nelson 
Line, Joint service with the Holland- 
Amerlcon Line, etc. E. Cunningham, 
a well-known shipping man, is as¬ 
sociated with Capt. Purkhurst in the 
new offices.

Admiralty Court Taking Evi¬ 
dence in Vancouver Col¬ 
lision Case 

Vancouver, Feb. 7.—After hearing 
witnesses for the defence Friday af¬ 
ternoon in the case of Peers and An- 
Jerson vs. 8. S. Tyndareus. proceed- 
ng in the local Admiralty Court be- 
ore Mr. Justice Martin, his lordship 
nnounced argument will be heard 
>y counsel next Monday to establish 
.lability following a collision in 
August last between the Blue Funnel 
steamship and a crib of shingle bolts. 
The date of the trlul was arranged to 
facilitate the attendance of officers 
of the Tyndareus, now at Seattle. 

Chief Officer George G. Rundel 
testified the collision occurred at 
12.56 a. m., that he was on the bridge 
at the time, as were also the pilot, 
captain, second officer and midship¬ 
man, and that the only light seen 
was a quarter of a mile distant after 
the accident. The Tyndareus, he 
suld„ is 525 feet and a little over 
14,000 tons. 

Leong Suey, the Chinese lookout, 
wus the principal witness for the de¬ 
fence. Through an interpreter he 
swore that the object struck by the 
Tyndareus carried no light. His eye¬ 
sight wus good, he answered, and 
standing in the bow of the vessel, his 
instructions were to notify the bridge 
by ringing a bell once for a ship to 
starboard and twice when to port. 
Questioned as to any other lights 
Leong replied he remembered that 
of Point Atkinson and unother about 
an hour later while the Tyndareus 
wus on her way to Union Bay.

REDUCTION OF WAGES 
IS NECESSARY FDR 
DUSINESS ACTIVITY 


Editorial Opinion Compliments 
Shipping Circles For Wage 
Cut 

Discussing In an editorial article, 
the situation in shipbuilding on the 
coast, and more particularly in Se-' 
attle—the Railway and Marine News 
for January congratulates all con¬ 
cerned for the resumption of work 
at a wages cut Just effected: 

’*It is, Indeed, a pleasure to note 
that the labor situation in the ship¬ 
building plants and metal working 
shops, which for nearly two years 
has been so unfair a handicap against 
Seattle has been adjusted. All en¬ 
gaged in the Industry are to be con¬ 
gratulated on the outcome and it is 
confidently expected that this port, 
being placed upon a parity with others 
in the Pacific, will be able to get 
Its full share of ship repair and other 
work. This was impossible under the 
existing conditions, which were noth¬ 
ing more nor less than an extra 
dharge of 8c per hour on labor. 

“Thus the rinai adjustment which 
resulted was demanded by the un¬ 
fortunate condition brought about by 
the ill timed action of those who 
were so short-sighted as to regard 
the shipbuilding industry in the light 
of the bodm prevailing at that time. 
Without any regard for the perman¬ 
ence or the future of the industry 
they overturned working conditions to 
such an extent that when the boom 
rolled by the pioneers who were left, 
faced the alternative of either carry¬ 
ing on the work at a loss and under 
a severe handicap, or else seeing that 
work drift to other ports of the 
Tacific. 

"In passing. It might be well to 
remark at this time that those who 
dared criticise the Irresponsible who 
overturned local conditions, were 
held up to scorn and In some cases 
punished quite severely, but to prove 
such critics were fully Justified in 
what they said and have been more 
than vindicated, one merely has to 
point to the shipbuilding industry 
in Seattle during the past year. It 
is also pertinent to show that the 
ship repair Industry is being revived 
by the pioneers who ware in the field 
before the war.

Kitten Class Growing in

Vancouver. Feb. 7. — At the 
annual meeting of the Royal 
Vancouver Yacht Club, held In 
the blue room of the Hotel Vancouver 
Thursday evening, flag officers and 
management committee for the new 
year were elected. Commodore H. O. 
Bell-Irvlng wes re-elected and with 
the other flag officers went in by ac¬ 
clamation for 1921. Besides the c«n- 
modore, the new officers are G. F. 
Gyles, vloe-commodore; Comman¬ 
der B. L Johnson, rear-commodore; 
F. O. Mills, fleet captain; R. M. 
Maitland, hon. secretary; Henry B. 
Bell-Irvlng, hon. treasurer: J. Wins¬ 
low, hon. measurer; R. W. Purves, 
hon. hydrographer. The members of 
the committee elected by ballot were 
J. Green. W. G. Breeze, A. E. White, 
Gordon Willis and A. M. Bell.

Cowichan Regatta. 

The international regatta, held July 
1 to 4, at Cowichan Bay and Vic¬ 
toria. brought together the largest 
fleet seen in these waters. It was es¬ 
timated that 155 yachts anchored in 
Cowichan Bay at one time. The 
yachts of the Royal Vancouver Yacht 
Club captured ten out of thirteen 
trophies put up at Cowichan and Vic¬ 
toria international regattas. 

The regular club races on English 
Bay brought out more entries than 
for many years. Nine yachts en¬ 
tered for the White Rocks' cruising 
race on June 19. The "Kitten'' class 
of fifteen-foot sailing dinghies had 
provided splendid sport. Races for 
them had been held almost every 
Saturday during the Summer. A 
number of new dinghies were report¬ 
ed being built to augment the R. V. 
Y. C. fleet. Eighteen new ones were 
building at Seattle and three at Ta¬ 
coma, while the Crescent Beach Club 
was increasing its kitten fleet by 
seven new boats. 

Rear-Commodore Purves had been 
nominated for vice-commodore for 
1921, but withdrew in favor of G. F. 
Gyles, as he did' not expect to have 
the time to devote to it during the 
present year. 

Alexandra Trophy. 

The trustees of the Alexandra tro¬ 
phy for 29-footers, having received a 
request to change the deed of gift to 
a smaller class, asked for an expres¬ 
sion of opinion on the matter and the 
meeting expressed itself as against 
any change reducing the size of bout 
to compete for this trophy, which wus 
finally won by the yucht Alexandra 
and has not been challenged for for 
a number of years. 

Alex. Marshall and R. M. Maitland 
were appointed a committee to meet 
with representatives of the other 
yucht clubs at Seattle to decide on 
th$ date and place of the Interna¬ 
tional regatta this coming Summer. 


COMPLETES MAIDEN 
VOYAGE WITH SUCCESS 


The City of Vancouver, a Coughlan 
product, and operated by sub-agents of 
that concern, has Just completed her 
inaMen run to the United Kingdom und 
return. She dockod at Esquimau clean¬ 
ing und painting prior to going to her 
ttrmlnal port, foi she in taking on oil 
there preparatory to her departure for 
Portland, .where she will take on a full 
cargo of wheat for the United Kingdom. 

“The vessel performed exceedingly 
well on her maiden voyage.” stated 
Captain James Boyd, master or the ship. 

"We had rough weather on the At¬ 
lantic, but the ship atood up well with 
her 4,500.000 feet of railway ties. We 
hud excellent weather coming up the 
Coaat." 

On the run down the Coast on her 
maiden voyage the vessel averaged 10.8 
knots. On her trip back, although 
steaming light, the ship had little trou¬ 
ble In maintaining n speed of 11 knots 
In good water. She left the United 
Kingdom on I>ecember 23 and the crew 
d.d their best to enjoy Christmas off 
Land's End. 

Commenting on the handling of the 
cargo at the other end of the voyage, 
the officers say that the longshoremen 
at Grangemouth hustled the ties off in 
fire style. This port Is out after records 
for cargo-handling. At Hartlepool, 
where the remainder of the cargo was 
discharged, the deckers took their time. 

The crow comprise* practically all 
Vancouver men who are enjoyIrg the 
day with their families. It is expected 
ihat the ship will shift to Portland dur¬ 
ing the week-end. She Is being re¬ 
floored and lined for the wheat cargo 
here. Coughland workmen doing the Job. 
The partitions will not be put In until 
the snip reaches Portland. 


MARINE NOTES

FOR QUARTER YEAR 


Guam, Feb. 7.—The Russian motor 
schooner Diana, after helplessly drlft-

tress. The l'lano left Vladivostok last 
1 June with provisions for a three months' 
1 cruise in the Behring Sea.

Method of Determining Sale 
Price Struck by U. S, Board 

Commissioner Goff, of the United 
States Shipping Board, January the 
fifth, presented a discussion and 
resolution to the board covering a 
simple plan to establish the basic 
principles controlling the establish¬ 
ment of ship values of the United 
States Shipping Board vessel* says 
Railway Marine News. 

The paper Is filled with interesting 
statistics from official sources cover¬ 
ing all advancing costs of commodi¬ 
ties and construction since 1913. In 
these tables the meat of the argu¬ 
ment is found in the showing that 
from 1910 to 1913 in the United 
States It cost $45 per deadweight 
ton to construct a steel vessel and 
this rose to $215 in 1919. In the 
United Kingdom from 1910 to 1913 it 
cost $25.65 per deadweight toh and 
this rose to but $139.50 per ton in 
1919. 

The resolution provides, therefore, 
that the top price of the steel cargo 
boat be fixed at $45 per deadweight 
ton plus an increase of 50 per cent, 
which would be $67.50 for these ves¬ 
sels. all of which costs in excess of 
$100 per ton and some considerable 
number reaching the higher figure of 
$215. The new prices are to be ef¬ 
fective February the fifth so that 
Congress and others interested may 
have full opportunity for investiga¬ 
tion of the methods and reasons for 
the fixing of the price. 

TWO STEAMERS COLLIDE 
IN FOG OFF JERSEY 


New York, Feb. 7.—The British 
steamer City of Auckland, outward 
bound for New Zealand and the 
United States Shipping Board tanker 
Bethel Ridge, homeward bound from 
North African ports, collided early 
yesterday in a fog off New Jersey. 
The bows of both ships were badly 
damaged but they made port under 
their own. power. 

TO ST^RTBLASTING 
NEAR BRIDGE THIS 
WEEK, CITY IS TOLD 

Blasting of rock near the site of 
the new Johnson Street bridge will 
commence this week, City Engineer 
F. M. Preston was informed by of¬ 
ficial of the Dominion Department 
of Public Works to-day. Mr. Pres¬ 
ton was told, In addition, that the 
Department planned to use two shifts 
of men on the blasting Job, which 
will thus be expedited. If the blast¬ 
ing work were delayed Installation 
of the new bridge piers would be 
held up. 

Work in preparation for the sink¬ 
ing of the huge wooden caissons on 
the bridge site is proceedings satis¬ 
factorily. Mr. Preston states. At 
present construction of the caissons 
is being carried ou^on the Reserve, 
while equipment is being assembled 
on the bridge site.

Rev, Thomas Menzies Will Be 
Great Addition to House 


The Rev. Thomas A. Menzies, In¬ 
dependent. Comox constituency's 
newly-elected member of the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly, came from Ontario 
to British Columbia in 18.95. In that 
year he was called to Alberni, where 
he remained for a year as a mission¬ 
ary to the Indians of the West Coast 
and a minister to the sparse white 
population. In 1896 he went to Win¬ 
nipeg. where he put in six months 
at Manitoba College, and then went 
to Toronto, where he concluded his 
studies at Knox College. 

But the lure of the West had grip¬ 
ped this stalwart Presbyterian, and 
in 1894 he aneswred a call to San- 
don. This was in the heyday of the 
mining boom in British Columbia, 
and the young minister took on a 
task that only those, who have been 
pioneers in the movement for moral 
up-lift can appreciate. 

When Mr. Menzies came to Sandon 
this, theu prosperous, town was the 
abiding place of twenty-two wide- 
open saloons. He went at his work 
with a will, and, as there was not 
"where to lay his head." except by 
the kindness of quickly made friends 
he bought a log cabin beside which 
the reader can see him standing, in 
the accompanying Illustration. Here 
he received some notable men among 
whom may mentioned Dr. J. A. Mac¬ 
Donald. of the Toronto Globe and 
Rev. Dr. Robertson, head of the Pres¬ 
byterian Church in Canada. After 
six months in Sandon he removed to 
Reveistoke. where he spent two suc¬ 
cessful years, before accepting the 
call to Comox. 

In Life of Community. 

Mr. and Mrs. Menzies—for while at 
Reveistoke he married Miss Abble 
Grimson. of Toronto—arrived in Co¬ 
mox on board the old steam schooner 
"Thistle” in April. 1900. Mr. Menzies 
held his first service on Easter Sun¬ 
day; three days later his induction 
took place. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Menzies become 
very enthusiastic when telling of the 
warmth of their reception by the 
people of Comox. The years that 
have followed have justified the 
gpontanlty of that welcome and the 
people of the valley havo not been 
disappointed in the servlet rendered 
by the man who has given of his best 
during twenty-one years of pastoral 
labors. He is a Presbyterian Minister, 
but in the carrying out of his duties 
he recognizes no denomination. 


Harry G. Perry, liberal member for' 
Fort George, was born in Leicester¬ 
shire. England., in 1889, comes off an 
old Liberal family, and is one of the 
youngest members of the house. 

He was educated at Loughborough 
Grammar School, one of the beat 
known public schools which has turn¬ 
ed out some of the most prominent 
men in England. He came to Canada 
in 1910, and to\Fort George along 
the Cariboo trtfr^ with his wife In 
1912, where he has been interested 
in every public movement. He is said 
to have played perhaps the most 
prominent part of any man in Central 
B. C. in the upbuilding of the City of 
Prince George/ For three terms 1917, 
1918 and 1920,

Mr. Ciearihue has also studied at 
Geneva University, Switzerland, and 
at the London School of Economics. 
London University. In 1913 he was 
awarded the B.A. degree at Oxford 
in the school of law. The following 
vear he was awarded the post-gradu¬ 
ate degree of B.O.L. in the Faculty 
of Law. Oxford. In 1916. while 
serving in the army, Mr. Ciearihue 
was called to the bar in British Co- 
Mimbia.. and the following year was 
awarded his M.A. degree from Oxford. 

Hi* Military Career 

In November, 1914. Mr. Ciearihue 
1oine?b-the army and received a com¬ 
mission in the Fifth Regiment. C.G. 
\.. and was stationed at Fort Mac- 
eaulay. In May, 1916, he left for 
England with the 62nd Battery.

The announcement made by 
Austen Chamberlain, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in his recent 
Brlminghum speech that (Treat 
Britain had proposed to the United 
States the remission of the Allied 
debt came with much surprise to the 
British public and created something 
of a sensation. While various 
economists in private life had been 
advocating such a cancellation it was 
not known that the Government was 
formally considering the matter and 
much less that It hud made overtures 
in this connection to the United 
States. 

Thus far the press has not ven¬ 
tured comment on the subject but 
considerable apace is given to news 
dispatches from the United States 
giving the latter's views on the pro¬ 
posals.

P. D, Hillis, Holstein Breeder, 
Makes Offer Through Agri¬ 
culture Department 

A campaign is being conducted by 
the Provincial Livestock Branch for 
the purpose of eliminating the scrub 
sire, but this unworthy animal re¬ 
ceived the “worst jolt” yet when P. 
D. Hillis, R. M. D., Number 3. Vic¬ 
toria, B. C.* of the firm of Tanner and 
Hillis, prominent breeders of pure 
bred Holstein cattle, called at the 
office of W. T. McDonald, Livestock 
Commissioner and offered to ex¬ 
change a pure bred Holstein bull calf 
for a scrub calf with any dairyman 
who is now using the scrub bull. 

Mr. Hillis has no cows producing 
less than 13,000 pounds of milk a 
year, while some- of his cows ap¬ 
proximate or exceed 20,000 pounds of 
milk a year. These calves will be 
sired by his herd bull “Westport 
Lad,” recognized as one of the lead¬ 
ing bulls of the breed. Mr. Hillis 
asks that .each bull calf be approved 
by the Livestock Commissioner be¬ 
fore it is shipped. He claims that he 
does not wish to pose as a philan¬ 
thropist and he states that he is con¬ 
fident that his plan will create an 
interest In Holstein cattle, and that 
what is of benefit to the breed as a 
whole will be of benefit to him as tin 
individual breeder. 

Mr. McDonald is enthusiastic about 
this scheme which Mr. Hillis has 
proposed, and hopes that other 
breeders * may be able to co-operate 
with Mr. Hillis or undertake similar 
work. He says that any dairyman 
who gets one of these bulls will be 
so convinced of the value of & pure 
bred sire that he will never again 
use a scrub or grade bull. 

The commissioner reports that a 
survey of a county in Ontario during 
the past year shows an annual 
average profit per cow in herds 
where grade sires are used to be $18. 
Where pure bred sires have been 
used for less than ten years the pro¬ 
fit Is $27. and vtihere pure bred sires 
have been used for over ten years the 
average annual profit is $42. 

TECHNICAL EDUCATION 
FACTOR IN PROGRESS 

At the men’s Brotherhood meeting 
in the Metropolitan Church on Sun¬ 
day afternoon John Kyle, Director of 
Technical Education for the Prov¬ 
ince. gave an instructive address. 

“The days of apprenticeship to a 
trade are over, and something to take 
the place of that apprenticeship is 
necessary,” he said. “Eighty per 
cent, of the pupils drop out of school 
life before the higher schools are 
reached, and some .provision should 
be made for* their training. If this is 
not given at the time the chances are 
that the child goes through life han¬ 
dicapped. as modern industrial con¬ 
ditions are not conducive to study 
when once engaged in work. -No 
education is liberal or adequate to¬ 
day,” said the speaker, “which does 
not include technical education." 

Quebec and Ontario of recent years 
had paid much attention to the ques¬ 
tion. the latter province having a 
$2,500,000 building in Toronto which 
at the time it was being built was 
looked upon as likely to be a ‘“white 
elephant." f'ar from such being the 
case it has been found necessary to 
build two more premises. 

Recognizing that national progress 
depends on the training tbey give 
their people the Old Land have enor¬ 
mously increased their expenditures 
in Fate years for technical education. 
Canada has taken a leaf out of their 
book and made a worthy grant to the 
cause. Flora this grant British Co¬ 
lumbia last year received $42,000 and 
established technical schools in Van¬ 
couver and f^ew Westminster. 

In the discussion following men¬ 
tion was made of the immense na¬ 
tural resources of the Province, 
which in many cases were shipped in 
a-raw state out of the Province be¬ 
cause no competent or trained men 
to deal with them. Some favored 
Victoria going ahead with a techni¬ 
cal school, while others felt that 
owing to the heavy strain that the 
ratepayers were under It would be 
wise to defer action for a year or so.

The preacher took the ground "ihat ’• 
the biggest business in national lifo '> 
to-day and the only business in i 
which the Church should be engaged • 
is missions. The Church must take i 
a world view of things, otherwise it 1 
is not Christian. For the task of < 
evangelising the world to-day the < 
conditions are favorable; the door Is 
open, there is sufficient of men and i 
money, if given, and Christ’s promise 
T am with you,’ s$ill holds good. 
The Church which is most missionary 
in spirit is forging ahead most; in 
, fact the Church must disseminate the 
gospel or die. Any individual, or 
church, or nation which becomes sclr- 
centred is courting ruin and will go 
down and out as Judaism went down 
because she did not go out” 

Great Field For Work. 

Touching upon the needs of the 
world, he instanced Latin America, 
with seventy million souls, more 
than half of them illiterate and born 
out of wedlock. “For theso^there is 
only one missionary to every city the 
size of Vancouver. In Africa one- 
half of the 150 million are without 
the Gospel. India, with more than 
300 million, eagerly awaits the Gos¬ 
pel. and more converts are received 
than can be cared for by the mission¬ 
aries. Japan Is great, but unfortun¬ 
ately knows it, and unless she accepts 
the GOspel she itill break on the 
rocks of immorality and agnosticism. 
Though her manufacturing establish¬ 
ments are great she has a sad story 
of slums and forced child labor. 
China with her 400 million has needs 
as great and is in dire need of 
medical doctors and educationalists.” 
As an illustration of the possibilities 
of Chinese development h* instanced 
the case of one American college of 
3,000 students where the 33 Chinese 
students attending ranked among the 
highest. 

Quoting Premier Lloyd George to 
the effect that statecraft had failed, 
he declared that the missionary was 
the one person who could solve the 
turmoil, for he alone has jf. pro¬ 
gramme affecting moral conditions 
which art* basic of world bettermenL 
Also quoting McCrae’s "In Flanders 
Fields," he pleaded for young men to 
“take up the torch.” Signs of great 
promise were the banding together of 
college students to study missionary, 
problems such as was recently held 
at Des Moines. f

GORDON HEAD 

LAND SALES WERE 
REALTY FEATURE 

One of the most marked features 
of the realty market of the past 
year has been the growth of demand 
for properties ip Saanich in general 
and the Gordon Head district in par¬ 
ticular, according to C. T. Cross, who 
stated to The Times that the number 
of small acreage properties which 
changed hands at rising prices was 
unusually large. 

While of the opinion that the in¬ 
trinsic cropping value of the lands 
in the Gordon Head district had much 
to do with this movement, Mr. Cross 
considered that the hope of an ex¬ 
tension of the water system had had 
a considerable influence with many 
of the purchasers. 

Settlement Delayed 

Mr. Cross pointed out that the pro¬ 
vision of well water was a matter 
of extreme difficulty in the Gordon 
Head district, and the subdivision of 
the larger acreages Into three or five 
acre allotments would be impractic¬ 
able until a domestic water supply 
was assured. The majority of the 
properties changing hands last year 
were those already , equipped with 
water supply, the many proposals for 
sub-division which have been mooted 
during the year being held in abey¬ 
ance until the water situation became 
clarified. 

Mr. Cross considered that the closer 
settlement of Gordon Head would 
never be achieved until water was 
secured and anticipated that with 
the coming of a water service the 
dfstrict would become one of three 
or five acre fruit ranches, each oper¬ 
ated entirely by the owner and his 
family.

CHINESE RELIEF 

FUNDS GROWING 

The appeal from the famine re¬ 
gion in China is daily becoming more 
insistent. Thousands who have been 
suffering in silence, hoping against 
hope that help would come are now 
adding their cries to that of millions 
of others. Whole villages in the worst 
districts are deserted and the inhabi¬ 
tants are wandering to and fro in 
an endless and fruitless search for 
a scrap of food. The present famine 
is undoubtedly the worst in Chinese 
history. In 1878 the province of Shan¬ 
tung was in the grip of a terrible 
famine. -During that time many died 
by the roadsidft and were torn to 
pieces by dogs. - The dogs in turn, 
were devoured by their unfortunate 
masters. Many did not wait for the 
dogs to eat their fellow creatures. 
1878 is known in China as “the year 
when men ale men.” The Chinese 
state that “five out of every ten knew 
the taste of human flesh.” 

In th»J famine in 1878 caused such 
a state of affairs, is it not likely that 
the present famine, so much greater 
in extent, will- cause a similar con¬ 
dition? Can one generation bring a 
nation so far from cannibalism that 
the gruesome practice will not be 
reverted to in a time like the present? 
Conditions in China will be as bad 
this year unless help is seht quickly. 

One of the saddest features of the 
famine is the pathetic conditions of 
little children. Reports have come 
from reliable sources of parents kill¬ 
ing their children rather than see 
them suffer and then in despair, tak¬ 
ing their own lives. Children are 
being carried to the doors of Christian 
missions in hundreds.

“The Cholera lias been rampant; 
there are motherless children in the 
city and villages round whom no one 
cares for.” 

“I have two little five-months-old 
babieg in my room, and two about 
five or six years old. The Chinese 
woman who helps, sleeps on my bed. 
My co-worker has thr6e of the older 

girls sleeping on her floor.We 

do feel, oh so happy, to do this, so 
as to make room for as many as 
possible.” 

“Millions must die of starvation 
unless help comes from outside 
sources. And many, very many of 
these little children. One of these 
children can be saved for ten dollars. 
Could you see a dear little child die 
of hunger and not help?” I must feee 
many die. Won’t you help me save 
all I can?”
